The Benhavon inquest, which had been 
adjourned since Saturday, was resumed 
this evening. The first witness was M. R. 
Mullery. H e saw Dimmig going over to 
Saucelito on the S o'clock boat on Sunday, 
October 22d, and came back with him Sun­ 
day night on the 6 o’clock boat, 
Mrs. Zeising, on cross-examination, tes­ 
tified that Benhavon bad always been very 
kind to his sister during her sickness. Had 
seen Benhayon at the Court-house on the 
20th instant. Previous to that witness had 
not seen Benhayon for about a year and a 
half. Had never spoken to lir. Bowers 
about Dimniig. Had visited Mrs. Dimmig 
about two months ago, at the time of her 
confinement, and staid about three or four 
minutes. Had not seen her since. Hid 
not see Mr. Himmig then. Dimmig called 
on her three (perhaps four) times since, as 
a book-agent. Never spoke about Dr. Bow­ 
er» nor the Benhayon family to Dimmig. 
Bowers liad only paid her about $40 for 
serving him with meals, but had promised 
to pay her fully when he was released. 
Meantime he hail made over his furniture 
to her. Witness believed Bowers innocent, 
and thought so now. Never beard Bowers 
say who he thought was the principal 
cause of his conviction. 
W itness had 
bought books for the purpose of giving 
them to Dr. Bowers. Witness had brougiit 
several letters to Dr. Bowers, 
which 
had been addressed to her care. Had 
posted several letters for 1 >r. Bowers. Did 
not remember to whom he had addressed 
them. Had never taken messages to any­ 
one for the doctor, except to Bryan's drug 
store and to Professor Ross. 


d im m ig ’s pu r c h a s e s OK TOISON. 
H. J. Angelo, a druggist, knew Dimmig 
a year. 
Last saw Dimmig at his drug store 
just before Benhayon’s death. 
Dimmig 
asked for a piece of cyanide of potasli to 
remove nitrate of silver stains. Witness 
gave it to him . Did not remember exactly 
how much. 
James D. Morgan, a drug clerk, testified 
that Dimmig had secured a small piece of 
cyanide to remove nitrate of silver stains 
which he showed witness. Dimmig ap­ 
plied the same immediately. 


BENHAYON TALKS ABOUT DRUGS. 
J. C. Scott, a newsdealer, testified that he 
knew Benhayon nine years. The latter 
frequented witness' store. On one occasion, 
soon after Bowers’ conviction, Benhayon 
came into Scott’s store, opened a dispensa­ 
tory and remarked tha; if he bad used a 
certain drug th e ----------------would never 
have found it out. 


IIF. BUYS WRITING MATERIALS 
Mrs. Goldsmith, whose husband keeps a 
stationery store on Market street, testified 
thaí Benhavon came into the store two 
weeks ago and bought half a quire of legal 
CBp and one dozen pens. She could not 
positively identify the 
pens and paper 
fouud in Benhayon’s room as those sold by 
her. W hen she sold the pens she put them 
in an envelope bearing the stamp advertis­ 
ing her business, the same as the envelope 
found in Benhayon’s pocket. 


THE FATAL NIGHT. 
Dr. Schell knew Dimmig. Saw him on 
Market street on Saturday, October 22d, 
between 11 and 12 r. si., in company with 
a man named Apple. 


A CURIOUS TAPER. 
Dr. David J. Stanbury claims to receive 
impressions regarding future events.

San F rancisco. November 1st.— The E x­ 
ecutive Committee of the Stale Board of 
Trade m et this afternoon at 1:30 o'clock, 
Mr. H atch presiding and fourteen members 
pre sent. After the calling of the roll. Hon. 
M. M. Estee was introduced as the choice 
of the Napa Board of Trade as member of 
the Executive Committee of the State 
Board, and Hon. Alien H enry was intro­ 
duced as the choice of the C'liico Board of 
Trade to a sim ilar position. 
Ti e San Mateo Development Company 
communicated with the State Board, an­ 
nouncing that they had elected A. Gordon 
a member of the State Executive Commit­ 
tee, and T. G. Phelps. N. C. Crandall and 
it. S. Smith as genera! members of the 
Board. 
A communication was received from tiie 
Southern Pacific and Union Pacific Rsil- 
rcuds, stating that they would transport a 
carload of fruit aud cereals for the State 
Board of Trade, to the exhibition of tiie 
National Grange, as fur as the Missouri 
river. From the Missouri to Chicago, the 
Chicago and Northwestern Railroad offered 
to transport tiie carload free of cost, and 
Secretary Davies stated that he was in com­ 
munication with the Traffic Manager of 
the Michigan Central road, and expected 
to obtain the same concession from that 
company. 
On motion of M. M. Estee, a vote ol 
thanks was extended to the railroads fur 
their friendly action. 
\\ . II. Mills notified the.Board that here­ 
after all immigrants entering tiie State 
would have the privilege of stopping over 
in Sacramento lor forty-eight hours. 
This 
concession was asked last week by the 
State Board at the instance of the loca! 
Board of Sacramento, aud was prompitly 
granted by the railroad. 
Mr. viewing and Mr. Johnson of the State 
Grange addressed tiie Board on the subject 
of the exhibition of tiie State of California 
at the National Grange.advocating that the 
members of the State Board impress upon 
tiie local bodies tiie necessity of bestirring 
themselves in order to obtain a good ex­ 
hibit.

A C ountry W hose R esou rces H ave Not 
B een F ully A p p reciated . 
W ashington, November 1st.—Governor 
Swineford, of Alaska, in his annual re­ 
port, estimates the value of the taxable 
property in that country at $10,000,000, ex­ 
clusive of the Alaska Commercial Compa­ 
ny’s establishment ot> the Seal Islands. 
Tbe increase, be says, will be rapid as soon 
as Congress, by necessary legislation, gives 
encouragement to settlement of public 
lands. 
AGRICULTURE, MINING, ETC. 
He savs there is very considerable acre­ 
age oi tillable land in southeastern Alaska, 
with a soil that produces the most luxuri­ 
ous vegetation, the fact being that no one 
comes into the Territory with the belief 
that either the soil or climate is adapted to 
agricultural and horticultural 
purposes. 
But the tew experiments which have been 
made leave no room for doubt that all the 
cereals, except corn, can be grown to per­ 
fection in many sections. 
As to stock-raising, he says the winters 
ot southeastern Alaska are much milder 
than those of Montana, Wyoming and 
Dakota, and the seasons altogether quite 
well adapted to this industry. 
The Governor says that wonderful re­ 
sults are being achieved in mining, show­ 
ing the Territory to be rich in precious 
metals. 
TIIE BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 
H e says it is reported that Mr. Ogilvie, 
who was sent out by the Dominion Gov­ 
ernm ent last spring to locate the boundary 
line between Alaska and the northwest 
Territory, claims that Shitando river is in 
British territory, and has suggested that, 
on the strength of his report, his Govern­ 
ment is likely to attempt next summer the 
collection of the miners’ licenses provided 
for in the Canadian law. 
The Governor says any attem pt of this 
kind will be resisted by the miners, a large 
majority of whom are American citizens, 
and if persisted in will certainly end in 
bloodshed, and suggests that in view of the 
im m inent danger of such troubles a re­ 
commendation to Congress in behalf of a 
Joint Commission to definitely settle the 
boundary line should be urgently re­ 
newed. 
THE SEAL AND OTHER FISHERIES. 
The salmon, cod and whale fisheries, he 
says, yielded about $3,000,000 during tbe 
year. A considerable space in tiie report is 
devoted to the doings of the Alaska Com­ 
mercial Company, which holds a lease 
from 
the 
Government 
for 
the 
fur 
privileges. 
He declares that the com­ 
pany does not confine i s operations to 
these islands, but holds most of tbe Aleu 
tian chain and the greater part of the main 
land as its undisputed principality; that 
it oppresses the unsupervised natives, and 
lias reduced them to practical slavery by 
paying such small sums for pelts that the 
poor seal hunters are always in their debt;

In short, that it is a grinding 
monopoly and that it discourages the de­ 
velopment of the country.

ONE SURVIVOR. 


R escu e of O ne o f lh « V ernon’s Crew—His 
Sad Story. 


S t u r g e o n B a y (Wis.), November 1st.— 
Up to the arrival of the schooner Pomeroy 
from Chicago, which passed through the 
bay to-day, it was supposed that not a sin­ 
gle survivor was left of the forty or fifty 
people on board the propeller Vernon, 
which went down off Sheboygan eariv last 
Saturday morning. It is now known, how­ 
ever, that at least one man lives to teil the 
tale of that terrible night on Lake Michi­ 
gan. The Pomeroy has on board 


THE ONLY SURVIVOR, 
So far as now known, of that awful disas­ 
ter. Tiie name of the man who has thus 
been rescued from death after he had given 
up all hope of ever again setting foot upon 
dry land, is Alfred Stone, of Chicago, one 
ot the Vernon’s crew. H e had been in tbe 
water sixty hours, exposed to a bitter, 
piercing wind, and without a bite to eat, 
when tbe Pomeroy discovered him on a 
raft last night, about eight miles from She­ 
boygan. 
It was a clear, moonlight night. 
Stone was so cold as to be almost helpless, 
and so weak from hunger that he could 
scarcely move. Although still very weak 
from the effects of his awful experience, 
Stone was able to make a brief statement 
of the events of that 


NEVER TO-RK-FORGOTTEN NIGHT. 
'• I was awakened in the middle of the 
night,” lie says, “ by cries of the passengers 
and crew that the vessel was sinking. 
I 
sprang out ot a window and found myself 
on a liie-ratt with six other persons. I can­ 
not say now who my companions were. 
Part ot them were members of the crew, 
and part were passengers. It seemed only 
a moment until the vessel went down, anil 
I believe that all but a few of those on 
board went down with her. I do not know 
just how many people were aboard at the 
time, but tbe num ber could not have been 
tar from fifty. We passed through an aw 
ful night. 
I never saw such a sea as that 
which tossed over the little craft. 


WHEN DAYLIGHT CAME 
We hoisted a signal of distress, using a coat 
tied to an oar. Two vessels passed so near 
us on Saturday that they must have seen 
our signal, yet for some reason they ap­ 
parently made no eifoit to reach us. 


THE STORM STILL RAGED. 
Atid it may be that they had all they could 
do to save themselves. One after another 
of my companions perished in the cold, or 
was washed off the raft when they became 
too num b with the cold to hang on any 
longer. 
We never saw any others from 
the sunken steamer, and I don't believe any 
others survived. The vessel went down so 
suddenly that the crew had not time to 
m an the boats.” 


ALONE WITH A CORPSE. 
W hen Stone was picked up there was the 
corpse of one man on the raft with him, 
the others having perished several hours 
before, Stone says this man was one of 
the crew, whose name he did not know. 


TWO MORE BODIES FOUND. 
M ilw aukee, November 1st.—A tug to­ 
day picked up two corpses in the lake. 
They were evidently members of tiie crew 
of the Vernon, but are unidentified.

AN AW FUL ACCIDENT. 


•Many L ives Lost l»y a T errib le E xplosion 
c f G asoline. 
St Louis, November 1st.— Early this 
morning an explosion of gasoline in the 
rear of the cellar of Michael Newman's 
grocery store. 13 South Fourteenth street, 
lifted a two-story building from its founda­ 
tion aud dropped it back again in a mass 
of ruins, beneath which were buried sev­ 
enteen persons. They were: Michael New­ 
man, aged 52; Mrs. Newman, aged 40; 
Mamie Newman, aged 18; Nellie Newman, 
aged 15; Kate Newman, aged 11; Eddie 
Newman, aged 13; Charles Devere, Mrs. 
Charles Devere, Hattie Iirowu (of Colum­ 
bus, Ky.), Charles Efferd, Miss Brvanv and 
Mrs. Beas'ey. 
The explosion was followed by a fire, 
which was with g n a t difficulty put out by 
the firemen. Then began a search for the 
dead. Alt of the upstairs was occupied as 
a tenement. Newman and his fatuily lived 
over the store. The force of the explosion 
was terrific. The entire block of buildings 
north of and across the alley from the 
building in which tbe explosion took place 
was gutted by the blast. 


TIIE NEWMAN BLOCK WAS CRUSHED IN 
And was covered by the rooi', which had 
settled down upon the ruins and formed a 
barrier, through which tbe rescuers had to 
cut away the beams aud wails which im ­ 
peded progress. 
Newman’s two daughters were taken out 
alive, but they cannot recover. The rest of 
the Newman family were dead. In the 
same building lived Charles Devere, a 
variety salesman, and wife. Visiting them 
was Miss H attie Brown, of Columbus, Ky. 
She was badly injured, but miraculously 
escaped death, and was the only person 
who passed through the horrible ordeal 
and lives to tell the story of her escape. 


THE DEAD AND INJURED. 
A corrected list of the dead and the 
wounded by the explosion is eight dead 
and three wounded seriously. Six others 
who lived in the building, reported miss­ 
ing, have been found, either uninjured or 
slightly bruised. 
Five of the Newman 
family are dead. 
Mamie

mangled and burned and beyond all hope 
of recovery. Nettie lies in a terrible condi­ 
tion, but may recover. 
Charles N. Devere

N e w Y o r k , November 1st.—It seems to 
be very evident, judging from the latest de­ 
velopments ol the cholera-stricken patients 
at quarantine, that the Health Ollice and 
Commissioners of Quarantine are not keep­ 
ing the public informed of the true state of 
affairs at the station. A sense of mystery 
and concealment seems to pervade every 
movement of the Commissioners, and Dr. 
Smith on Monday night sent up a bulletin 
announcing that all of the Aiesia survivors 
were well, with the exception of two or 
three who were suffering with intestinal 
catarrh. 
The bulletin also stated that tbe doctor 
hart removed two small children-suffering 
from measles from the Britannia. To-day 
a reporter visited the quarantine. An as­ 
sistant of Dr. Smith was in charge, and 
aiter some hesitation and beating about ad­ 
mitted that tbe two cases named above 
were cholera, and that the children died on 
Monday night. Then he added : 
“ I may­ 
as well tell you we have no cases of measles 
down here. We have nothing but cholera.” 
The reporter next went to the Commis­ 
sioners’ office. 
No one there knew any­ 
thing about the case. 
Dr. Sm ith’s bulletin 
for the day was on the desk. There was 
nothing in it about the two patients who 
bad died and were buried, but the bulletin 
did state that five more cases of “ measles” 
bad been removed from the Britannia to tbe 
hospital. 
One woman was reported dead 
from pneumonia, and a man removed from 
the Britannia was suffering from consump­ 
tion and gastric irritation.

John spoke in Riverside advocating pro­ 
hibition he said, “ between high license or 
free whisky, give me the latter every 
tim e.” 
His object was to make the latter 
so odious that prohibition absolute would 
follow. 
On this point we have a good 
illustration of the two in this city and San 
Bernardino. 
W hile the temperance ele­ 
ment here is perhaps not strong enough to 
prohibit the sale ot liquor in toto, it does 
impose a very high license, which is prob­ 
ably as efficacious in the present mixed 
state of society here as total abstinence 
would be. 
We have a very quiet citv, and 
especially on Sunday, with as little open 
drunkenness as cun be found in any pro­ 
hibition city of its size in the country. 
Our county scat is just the reverse. 
There they don’t believe in high license, 
and, as far as that goes, it is comparatively 
free whisky, running seven days in the 
week. See the result. 
The Courier says: 
“ The town is beset with drunks, vags, 
tramps, bums, dead-beats, footpads and 
general frauds, but the police forcéis too 
small to keep track of them. And yet, 
even if we had as many police as San 
Francisco, we would not know what to do 
with the 'catch.’ 
We have no jail ; at 
least, the excuse for one which we have 
and are ashamed of has no storage capacity. 
W hat we want is more police, more Court­ 
house, more jai!, more light.” 
Our little jail with its four cells is seldom 
lull, and oiteu entirely empty. 
Yet the 
difference in number of population is not 
great. The difference in quality may be 
owing to the fact that “ birds of a feather 
fiock together,” and where temperance neo­ 
pie are, temperance people come, and vice 
versa. The Times also says: 
“ The city is 
fast filling up with the riff-raff of the coun­ 
try, who come to spend the winter m onths 
in this semi-tropical climate, where Lost 
scarcely ever enters, and the tramps, thugs, 
thieves and eut-tlio a s can rest their weary 
bones at night with little covering, and 
need not be at the expense of hiring a 
room to sleep in,” and declares that tbe 
city should increase its police torce, in or­ 
der to hoid them in check, and prevent 
crime and bloodshed. Prreffcal facts are 
better than fine-spnn theories. According 
to St. John’s theory,San Bernardino is ripe 
for prohibition, yet we fail o leans of any 
great movement there to tha? end. It looks 
as if the temperance movement was pro­ 
gressive, and would have to go through 
the different stages towards perfection.

Í v deciding that a town or city organ­ 
ized under the laws as such may prohibit 
the sitie of liquors—generally known as 
“ Local Option”-—the Supreme Court based 
its decision upon Section 11 of Article 
X II. of the Constitution. That provision 
reads: 
“ Any county, city, town or town­ 
ship may make and enforce within its lim­ 
its all such local, police, sanitary and other 
regulations as are not in conflict with 
general laws.” 
The full text, printed this 
morning, shows how the Court disposes of 
the negative of the question, it holding 
that the power given to license dees not 
contravene the power to regulate sale of 
liquors over bars, etc- and that there is no 
conflict between the constitutional grant 
to 
regulate, and 
the 
guarantees 
of 
the Constitution of the Cnited S’tates 
to eitizejis, 
or between 
the 
legislat­ 
ing 
ordinance oral 
the genera! laws. 
In the Constitutional Convention, it will 
lie remembered, it was distinctly under­ 
stood that the provision quoted would 
permit “ Local Option” ordinances to be 
passed. 
Indeed, at the time it tvas not 
concealed that the clause was inserted as 
a concession to the friends o" “ Local 
Option.” 
Generally the mem here sup­ 
porting it took the ground that it is the 
part of wisdom to bring the Government 
as close to the people as is possible, and as 
far as can be done to i>ermit the people 
in subdivisions of the State to legislate for 
themselves. The vote for the Constitution 
was had with this provision plainly in 
view, and its purpose was not clouded by 
any denials of what j>ower the section con­ 
ferred upon municipal corporations and 
other local governments. 


T h e terrible disaster on Lake Michigan 
which has been so fully reported in the 
dispatches, occasions hut little surprise to 
those who are familiar with the lake. 
It 
is a very narrow sheet of water, but has a 
length of about 400 miles. 
It is ex posed 
to sadden gales that sweep in from the 
prairies on the south, and the storms of 
wind that cross the Michigan peninsula 
and lash the waters into fury. The seas 
being confined between shores so near, are 
more choppy and turbulent than any that 
prevail upon the Atlantic or Pacific. 
The 
sailing vessels built for the navigation 
of the lake, are usually constructed as 
strongly as those that traverse the oceans, 
and are frequently more stanch. 
But 
because, probably, of the nearness of |>orts 
and the shortness of trips, the steamers are 
not built with the care for strength that 
characterizes construction for ocean navi­ 
gation. 
Probably the “Vernon,” just lost, 
was a propeller standing high out of the 
water, with surplus upper works, and 
«as light in construction generally. 
Such, 
at least, is generally the character of the 
steamers of the lake. 
The fall storms tire 
the most sudden and severe to which these 
boats are exposed, for in winter the lake is 
. closed by ice, and remains so until after 
the spring equinoctial gales. 
Yet there is 
less loss of ships and lives on Lake Michi 
gan than upon any sheet of water of sim­ 
ilar size, for the boats are nearly always 
able to reach a haven after the heav 
storms begin. 
When, however, as in the 
ease of the Vernon, one of their lightly 
built steamers are caught out in the midst 
of a storm, the chances arc against them 
of escaping from it without great damage 
or total loss. 


W h e n , in the South, a man is named 
for office by the Democracy, or any other 
party, it matters little whether he served 
in the Confederate army, if only he has 
been thoroughly “ reconstructed.”

He is 
the man whose candidacy leads even that 
Democratically inclined sheet, the Chicago 
Times, to say, “ Jake Sharp and the bood- 
lers can vote for him with safety.” Colonel 
Fellows did not win the handle to his 
name in the Union army, nor yet in the 
arduous discharge of militia duty in New 
Y'ork. On the contrary, according to the 
Albany Journal, he was born near Saratoga, 
went to Arkansas after he attained to 
man’s estate, ami on the outbreak of the 
rebellion entered the Confederate service, 
against not only the Union but his native 
State, his kindred and the friends of his 
youth. The Democracy may l>e happy in 
choosing between old soldiers, hut ordinary 
men would incline to the belief that at the 
North the blue rather than the gray should 
commend the wearer for preferment. Even 
the New York World, nothing, if not 
Democratic, cannot stomach Fellows, and 
protests hotly against such a choice, which, 
besides being in had taste, puts forward a 
man charged with dishonesty, and admit­ 
ted to be the tool of the bosses. The Dern- 
ocracv of New Y'ork is progressing, cer­ 
tainly.

IMPORTING VINEYARD HANDS. 


Senator Stanford to B ring O ut One H un­ 
d red F ren ch W o rk ers for Vina. 
Senator Stanford has solved the problem 
of securing competent white labor to work 
on his vineyard at Vina. H e has about 
completed arrangements 
to bring 
100 
skilled vineyard hands from the Bordeaux 
district in France, and they and their fam­ 
ilies will be located on the property in 
Tehama county. They will be given'the 
places now held by the Chinese, and from 
their life-long experience in this branch 
of labor they are expected to prove far 
more satisfactory than the Mongolian. 
This plan is the result of the engagement 
of Emanuel Jenssen, a wine expert of 
Bordeaux, to take a prom inent position in 
the winery. Mr. Jenssen, who has just 
arrived from France, pointed out to the 
Senator the advantages which would accrue 
from the employment of the best skilled 
labor in the world for the vineyard. Sen­ 
ator Stanford agreed with him , and the 
workers will be brought out at once. 
None of them are penniless, and some 
have a fair share of the world's goods. (>n 
reaching Vina they will begin work imme­ 
diately. It is agreed that they shall be en­ 
gaged the year round at $30 per month,with 
an additional $13 for board. 
Prom inent vineyardists approve this new 
departure. It will add a thriftv class of in­ 
dustrious people to the State's population, 
and will enable the winemakers to handle 
their products more expeditiously and with 
better advantage in every wav. It will do 
away with the existing injurious mode oí 
hiring labor, which makes the average 
hand a tramp, and will result in the per­ 
manent residence of hands on the vine­ 
yards. Many times vineyardists have con­ 
sidered the feasibility of bringing out 
French and I (alian laborers, and have dis­ 
cussed it at their meetings, but Senator 
Stanford is the first to take hold of the clan 
.S’. F. Post.

It shall be and is herebv made 
unlaw Is: i for auy person or persons, either a> 
owner, principa!, agent, servant or employe, to 
cstubli I), open, keep, maintain, or carry on, or 
assist in carrying oil within tlie corporate limits 
of the city of Pasadena, auy lipoiing house, 
dram shop, cellar, saloon, bar, bar room, sam- 
ple-room, or other place where spirituous, 
vinous, malt or mixed liquors are sold or giveu 
away; * * * provided that the prohibitions 
of this ordinance shall not apply to the saie of 
liquors lor medicinal purposes by a regularly 
licensed druggist, upon the prescription of a 
physician entitled to practice medicine under 
the laws ol the State of California: nor shall 
such prohibitions apply to the sale of such 
liquors for chemical or medicinal purposes.’’ 
Violations of the ordinance are declared to he 
misdemeanors. The complaint under which 
jietitioner was convicted charged that the said 
Campbell at the time and place aforesaid i May 
8,1887) did keep and maintain a certain dram- 
süop, saloon and bar-room, wherespirlLUODsand 
malt liquors were then sold, said defendant be­ 
ing then and there the owner thereof; that said 
defendant was not then and there a regularly 
licensed druggist, and t lie liquors then and there 
sold by him were not sold lor either chemical or 
lm-dirinal purposes. 
In addition to the facts above stated, counsel 
for the petitioner and for the people have stipu­ 
lated: “JThat there has not since the 1st day of 
May, 1887, been any ordinance of the city of 
Pasadena requiring a license to sell vinous, 
malt or mixed liquor- in anv ouautitv 


,, 
___ 
----- up to tile 1st day 
May, IN'-,; and the said citv issued a license un­ 
der said ordinance to petitioner to retail and sell 
spirituous, viuous, malt and mixed liquors up 
to the 1st day of May, 1S87; but said ordinance 
was repealed February 19, 1837, the repeal tak­ 
ing effect May 1.1887. 
“ That the petitioner has paid all county and 
municipal taxes assessed against the spirituous, 
vinous, malt and mixed liquors owned, kept 
and sold by him in said saloon in said city of 
Pasadena.” 
It is claimed by the petitioner that the ordi­ 
nance is void, because it conflicts with Section 
13, Article I. of the Constitution of this state 
which provides that no person shall hi-deprived 
of life, liberty or property without due process 
o! law. It has been held that an Act which sub­ 
stantially destroys the property in intoxicating 
liquors owned and possescd bv persons within 
tlie State when the Act took effect, by prevent­ 
ing the sale, keepiug or giving away of the 
same, except for medicinal purposes, is violative 
of this provision of the Constitution, and in its 
application to sueli liquors is inoperative and 
378 
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vs. The People, 13 N. Y., 


That question, however, is not properly before 
us in this proceeding. It is not shown by the 
record when, if ever, the petitioner became the 
owner of the liquor sold. The last paragraph of 
tlie above stipulated facts, as to payment of 
taxes, was intended, no doubt, to present the 
question arising out of ownership for an opin­ 
ion, but the language is so uncertain in its 
eilect that it ought not tobe taken as the basis 
of a decision upon so grave aud important a con­ 
stitutional question. Jn all inquiries upon mat­ 
ters oi tiiis kind the facts should he lull aud 
clear, or the Court should refuse to consider 
the question. (Bartemeyer vs. Iowa, Is Wall 
129.) 
The same may he said of the contention that 
the ordinance is void under Section 8, Article I. 
Subil. 3 of the Constitution ot tlie United States’ 
because no distinction is made between im­ 
ported wines and liquors remaining in the origi­ 
nal and uubroken packages, and other wines 
and liquors: there is nothing to show the 
character of the liquors sold by the petitioner 
Furthermore the petitioner is charged with 
keeping a bar-room and we consider tlie case 
ouly upon that basis, it is further claimed that 
the ordinance is void because “ under the Muni­ 
cipal Corporation Act, tlie city of Pasadena was 
not authorized to pass the ordinance—(Stats of 
1883, chapter XI.IX., Section « 2, Subd. 1-10)- for 
if the Legislature had intended to confer the 
power to prohibit the sale of wines and liquors 
upon cities of the sixth class (of which Pasa­ 
dena is oue), it would have said so in direct 
terms, as was dono in the case of cities of the 
fourth class.” 
Prior to the adoption of the Constitution of 
1879, tlie local authorities possessed onlv such 
powers as were expressly, or by necessary im­ 
plication, conferred upon them by ¡heir char­ 
ter.-. It is now provided that : -‘Anv countv 
city, town or township may make and enforce 
within its limits all such local radico, sanitary 
aud other regulations as are not in conflict with 
general laws.” (Article XI.. Section 11, consti­ 
tution.) 
I nder this provision every county 
city, town or township may adopt and enforce 
such constitutional poiice regulations as are not 
in conflict with general laws. It lias tlie same 
power over its own local poiice and sanitary af- 
iairs us were formerly granted by tlie Legislat­ 
ure, and, unless the exercise thereof will con- 
flic with the operation of general laws, it may 
make and enforce the same through its loca'l 
government. That such a law as the one before 
us is not repugnant to any clause oí the Consti­ 
tution of the United States, there can lie uo 
doubt. The Supreme Court of the United States 
has decided uniformly th a t: 
“The usual ordi­ 
nary legislation of the States regulating or pro­ 
hibiting the saie of intoxicating liquors ra-s s 
no question under the Constitution of tlie Unit* 1 
States prior to the Fourteenth Amendment of 
that instrument. The right to tell imo.-.icatiii" 
liquors is not oue oftlie privileges and immuni­ 
ties of the citizens of the United States, which 
by that amendment the States were forbidden 
to abridge.” (Bartemeyer vs. Iowa, sup-a: Li 
cense cases, 5 Howard, 504; Peer Co. vs. Mass. 
97 U. S., 32); and that the power to license, re -:, 
late or prohibit tippling houses is a constitu­ 
tional right, which may be enforced, as a po’ice 
regulation through proper legislation, is no 
longer an openquestion in this state. Inex parte 
Smtth ami Keating, 38 Cal., 798, it was said- 
“ Legislatures have enacted a variety of laws 
which undoubtedly in a genera) sense's fleet the 
rights of life, liberty, property, safety and hap­ 
piness by way of restraint. 
Of such are la ws 
regulating the slaughter of animals, the inter­ 
ment of the dead, the erection of buildings in 
cities and towns of inflammable material, the 
manufacture aud keeping of gunpowder and 
other explosive compounds, the vending of 
poisons and other noxious drugs, the sale of in­ 
toxicating beverages to certain classes of per­ 
sons, as Indians, aud even to ail classes of per­ 
sons, as in tlie ease of the prohibitory laws of 
Maine and Massachusetts.” iKx parte McClain 
61 Cal ,437.) 
Unit ss we are prepared, therefore, to override 
the decisions of our own state, and disregaid 
tlie opinions of tlie Supreme Court of the United 
Stiitt s, we must hold that the ordinance in ques­ 
tion is free from objection as far as its constitu­ 
tionality is concctued; that it is not violative of 
any clause ot the Constitution of the Cnited 
States, and that it is in ils scope and operation 
within thepjiiecpow ers whichmay be lawfully 
enforce-1 under the provisions of the Constitu­ 
tion of this State. 
There is but r nc qu s io n remaining to be COE* 
sidered: 
Is the ordinance “ iu conflict with 
general laws?” Section 11, Article XI., of the 
Constitution, clearly subordinates the powers 
conferred upon counties, cities, towns ami town­ 
ships to the general laws of the Stale. II is 
claimed that the ordinance before us is in con­ 
flict with general laws because “.be oue prohib­ 
its, tlieoihormnkes full provision for the grant­ 
ing of licenses for the sale of spirituous, vinous 
aud malt liquors.” In support of this contention 
counsel cites Sections 3356, 3381, 3382 , 4-s-lj, 4403 
of the Political Code, uud Subd. 33, Section 
25. of the County Government Act, Stats, of 
18S.3, p. 303. The provisions of the Political 
Code referred to are unconstitutional and 
no longer operative. This was decided in 
People vs. Martin, 60 Cal., 156, where it is

People 
sa d that “ the taking of tlie power 
such taxes (licenses), trom the legislature,‘and 
vesting it in the local authorities, is but another 
of the many evidences to be found in the new 
Constitution of the intention to bring matters 
of a local concern home to the people.” Those 
sections of the Code, therefore, stand annulled 
by the Constitution. Section 25 of tlie Countv 
Government Act confers upon the Boards o’f 
Supervisors in their respective counties power 
to make and enforce “ all sucli local police, 
sanitary aud other regulations as are not in con­ 
flict with general laws. There is nothing iu tlie 
case before us to show whether tlie Board of 
Supervisors of Los Angeles county have ever 
made any regulations with respect to tlie sale 
ol wines or liquors in saloons and bar-rooms, but 
manifestly such regulations if made could not 
operate to divest the authorities of tlie city of 
the right to legislate uoon the same subject, 
and enforce such regulations within the city 
limits. The regulations of the Beard of Super­ 
visors would not be a general law within tlie 
meaning of the provisions ot Section 11, Article 
XI .of the Constitution. 
Our attention lias not been called to any gen­ 
eral law from which an intention on the part of 
the Legislature to prohibit such ordinance as 
the one before us—local police regulations in 
in cities—can he inferred. It is true, as claimed 
by the petitioner, the Legislature has by inanv 
Acts manifested the policy of encouraging the 
growth oi the grape aud the manufacture of 
wines snd brandies by our people, and has con­ 
sidered the traffic heretofore as a legitimat*- 
source of revenue; but no Act now in force r-ud 
effect is by its express terms, or bv implication 
a limitation upon the powers of the municipali­ 
ties of the State to regulate or prohibit the saie 
of intoxicating liquors in bar-rooms. The Legis­ 
lature ’has prohibited the sale ol liquors to 
minors, and in the lobbies of theaters, near 
eainp meetings and in and about certain public 
buildings snd institutions of learning. It has 
also repealed what was known as the Sunday 
lav,-, and by an Act recently passed has made it 
unlawful to sell, under the name of wine, or un­ 
der any name designating pure wines, any sub­ 
stance or compound except pure wine or pure 
grape m utt, as delined in liieAct: and lias ap­ 
propriated a large sum of money for the use of 
the S:ate Board Viticulture. 
All these are in­ 
dicativo of a policy to regulate. 
There is nothing in these Acts inconsistent 
with the constitutional authority vested in the 
municipslities to make and enfoicc such lor a! 
regulations respecting saloox's, etc., as may be 
deemed best by tlie local legislative bodies. 
•Section 11 of Article XT. is use)/ a charter for 
each county, city, town and tow nship in the 
Stute. so far as its loeal regulation’s are con­ 
cerned. aud nothing less than a positive and 
general law upon the same subject can i> said 
to ores-te a conflict within the meaning of that 
section. (Ex part Ah Toy, 57 Cal,, 92.) 
* 


There is nothing In this caw which requires 
us to determine any other question than the 
right of the city to prevent tippling-houses, 
dram-shops and bar-rooms—a questioujentirely 
different from that sought to be raised by peti­ 
tioner arising out of the ownership and manu­ 
facture of wines, etc. 
Not only is there nothing in the provisions of 
the ordinance before us inconsistent with gen­ 
eral laws, but its provisions are iu harmony 
with the authority expressly vested in cities of 
the sixth class by Section 862 of the Municipal 
Corporation Act of March 13, 1883, which pro­ 
vides that the Board ot Trustees shall have 
power “ to pass all ordinances not in conflict 
with the Constitution and laws of ihis State, or 
of the United States." This Act of March 13, 
1883, is in harmouy with and passed in obedi­ 
ence to the provisions of Section 5, Article XL, 
of the Constitution. 
Iu eases of this kind we have nothing to do 
with the policy of the law. That is a matter for 
the Legislature. In determining the question 
whether there is* conflict we look only at the 
law itself, which is the best aud only evidence 
of the policy of the State on the question be­ 
fore us. 
The petitioner is remanded to custody.

DISSENTING OPINION. 
I dissent; There is 110 pretense that the ordi­ 
nance iu question is the result of the exercise of 
the power to regulute, or to raise revenue for 
municipal purposes by license or tax. Its clear 
purpose- is practically to destroy the ownership 
of certain commodities, which, in other parts of 
the State, arc recognized and dealt w ith as prop­ 
erty as fully as is llour, er bacon, or sugar. One 
of them—wine—is the product of a leading in­ 
dustry. It provides that these commodities shall 
not be sold or given away at any place within 
the bounds oi the municipality. The power to 
sell or d spose of property givts to it its main 
valuable quality ; and to take away this quality 
is to, substantially, confiscate it. Without dis­ 
cussing the many other grave constitutional 
questions which the case pres.-nts-t he discussion 
of which other duties prevents—I will content 
myself with saving hero, that,in myopiuion, the 
ordinance is 
in conflict with general laws ” 
The text of a State Constitution is necessarily 
terse and concise, and it may be assumed that 
its framers in stating a rule or principle, used as 
few words as would fairly express the idea in­ 
tended. The evident intention ol the clause 
above quoted was to prevent auy confusion, or 
discord, or incongruity between the general 
legislation of tlie .-talc in its broad sovereign 
rapacity and the special legislation of its de­ 
pendent municipalities. An ordinance, there­ 
fore, may be in conflict with general laws, al­ 
though the latter may not iu express terms ior- 
hid the passage of the former. Whatever is in­ 
consistent or luliarmouious or at variance with

that there is a conflict in this sense between an 
ordinance which substantially declares that 
certain commodities shall not be property, aud 
general laws of the Slate which not only im­ 
pliedly. but expressly, declare that they are 
projierly, seems to be too cleur for discussion. 
From the fust to the last session of the Legislat­ 
ure of this State wines aud liquors have been 
recognized as property, and as a legitimate 
source of revenue. The policy of the State has 
been to encourage, not to cripple, their manu­ 
facture. Prior to the new Constitution the State 
usually licensed their saie. Since the new Con­ 
stitution was adopted that source of revenue 
has been turned over to the counties. The 
county government bill, which is a "general 
law, ’ expressly authorizes the county govern­ 
ments to license such sale: and the city of Pasa­ 
dena is not authorized by its charter to suppress 
it. The State, too, has provided for a " State 
Board of Viticulture” and appropriated to its 
use a large sum of money. 
Among the du­ 
ties prescribed for this Board is the selecting 
of persons competent to lecture and impart 
instruction “ in methods of culture, pruning, 
fertilizing, fermenting, distilling and rectify­ 
ing.” It is also provided that the Board of 
Regents of the University of California shall 
provide for special instruction “ in the arts and 
sciences pertaining to viticulture, the theory and 
practice of fermentation, distillation and rectifi­ 
cation, and the management of cellars, to be 
illustrated,” etc.; also for an examination and 
report upon tlie woods of the State “procurable 
for cooperagealso, for an analysis of “soils, 
wines, brandies and gra;>es.” ' And, further­ 
more, the Legislature, at its recent session, 
passed an Act expressly providing for the 
sale of iviue and for the prevention of fraud 
“ in the 
manufacture 
aud 
sale thereof.” 
(Statutes of 1887, p. 46.) 
It expressly provides 
that the State Controller shall furnish priuted 
labels to be put 011 bottles aud packages “ iu 
which wiue is sold.” 
(See. 7.) 
section 6 pro­ 
vides that “ in all sales and contracts for sale, 
production or delivery of products defined iu 
this Act, such products, in the absence of a 
written agreement to the contrary, shall be 
presumed,” etc. Section 8 provides that " it is 
desired and required that ait and everv grower, 
manufacture, trader, hauoieror bottler of Cali­ 
fornia wiue. when selling or putting up for sale 
any California wine 
* 
* 
* 
shall plainly 
stencil, brand," etc. 
The Act is quite a long 
one, and provides in detail for tlie sale of wine 
and the prevention of its adulteration. Now. 
Suppose that the Legislature had passed allot her 
Act providing that neither spirituous, viuous 
nor malt liquors should be sold or given away 
at any place, is there any sensible man who 
would not say that the two Acts were; “ in con­ 
flict"? But the provision above supposed lias 
been put into an ordinance of the city of Pasa­ 
dena—and is not the conflict clearly there ? 
The notion of local self-government was never 
intended to be pushed to the extreme of disre 
garding and defeating the will of the Legisla­ 
ture which speaks and acts for the state. 
In my opinion llis petitioner should be dis­ 
charged.

W hile the fertility of the foothills is a 
m atter of pride to all. the subject of every­ 
day conversation, and much newspaper 
comment, it is a well-known fact that there 
is in Sacramento county a vast area that 
for fertility and productiveness has not an 
equal on ¡the habitable globe. It will re­ 
pay any one who has the tim e and inclina­ 
tion to take a horse and buggy, or team' 
and visit the section referred to. Leave 
Sacramento early in the morning, take the 
road to Freeport, at which place the broad 
expanse of the Sacramento liver is first 
met. From that point follow the meander- 
ings of the river, on the broad and elegant 
road on top of the levee; for a distance of 
nearly forty miles. En route you pass 
through Freeport, 
Richland, Courtland. 
Oni3bo and W alnut Grove. You cross the 
river at the Andrus Island ferry, thence on 
the island to the town of Isieton.and beyond, 
until you find yourself nearly opposite the 
town of Rio Vista, in Solano county. For 
the distance traveled there is 


SOT A FIN E R DRIVE 
In the State, nor can there be found a more 
productive section in this or any other 
land. It is almost a continuous orchard 
for the entire distance, dotted here and 
there every quarter or half mile with ele­ 
gant mansions and cozy homes, which 
would be a credit to the residence portion 
of any city, and from which can be heard 
the soft notes of piano and organ, the 
chorus of happy voices, indicative of the 
worldly enjoyment and happiness of the 
people. Here the thrift and wealth of the 
husbandman allows him to indulge in all 
the luxuries of life, and for this people and

It would seem were especially written. The 
stranger is at once captivated’ by the bright 
and intelligent faces of the neat and well- 
dressed children ; with the beautiful and 
well-kept grounds and flower plots that 
surround the tasty home3; the smooth and 
well-shaded roads over which grass or 
weeds are spread to keep down the dust in 
summer, and rounded up and graveled for 
winter travel. This carriage ride, except in 
an occasional spot, is as pleasant as if over 
a carpeted floor. There is nothing to mar 
the pleasure of the ride, while all around 
you is 
A PANORAMA OF BEAUTY, 
Such as nowhere else can be found, nature 
here surpassing the best efforts of the artist 
to reproduce, and defying the descriptive 
powers of the writer. To reproduce on 
canvas would be a vain effort; to attempt 
to describe in print the bight of folly. The 
tule, or grass, covering of the roadway 
serves to keep the fruit and trees free from 
the dust which is so disagreeable upon the 
plain lands, and the foliage of the orchards, 
the shrubbery and home plants are as 
bright and green throughout the vear as 
they were when last washed by the gentle 
April showers. It requires no particular 
foresight to predict that in a few years both 
sides of the Sacramento from this city to 
Rio Vista will be the garden spot of Cali­ 
fornia, and that a very few acres of land 
will suffice for the support of a family in 
comfort. All that is requisite is to make 
the levees broad and strong, the material for 
which is to be found in inexhaustible 
quantities in the river bed. 


TH E PIERSO N DISTRICT 
And the country in the viclnitv of Isle- 
ton demonstrates what can be done, and 
when Grand Island, Schoolcraft, Sutter and 
others are reclaimed, thousands can live in 
comfort on small patches. Grand Island, 
which contains about 16,000 acres inside 
the levees, requires hut a very little to 
make it a perfectly reclaimed district. It 
simply needs that the levee be raised and 
widened for a distance of five or six miles 
on Steamboat slough, the building of a 
coffer dam on the old river side, below W al­ 
nut Grove, and some work done on the 
cross levee at the foot of the island, to 
make it safe and strong. It has been dem­ 
onstrated that on this island there is no 
sipage water of moment to interfere with 
the cultivation of the soil which cannot 
be successfully stopped by ditches built in­ 
side the levees leading to the pump at the 
foot of the island, which, now intact, has a 
reputation of throwing out 30,000 gallons 
of water a minute. Until some concerted 
action is taken towards a perm anent recla­ 
mation, the land owners will continue cut­ 
tin g ditches through the high front land 
Riui lead the sediment into the low tule 
basin. We know of instances in the past 
few years where the land in large patches 
has been 


RAISED AS H IG H AS FIV E FEET 
Bv this process, and so long as the levees 
remain as they are, with breaks here and 
there, this is the only sensible thing to do. 
Many laud-owners have formed separate 
districts from those already formed, which 
have been declared legal’ by the higher 
Courts. But no doubt all these can be in­ 
duced to join in a general system of recla­ 
mation it it can be shown’ that economy 
will be practiced in the works, and the 
money not squandered in costly engineer­ 
ing and the services of high-paid Superin­ 
tendents, whose ideas in regard to what is 
necessary do not compare with the actual 
experience gained by the intelligent land­ 
owner during years of residence in the 
deita of the Sacramento. 
This is destined 
to be the great dairy belt of California, 
where lour and five crops of alfalfa can be 
cut without irrigation, with the metropolis 
of the State at its door for a market, the 
fruit, vegetables, grain, butter, milk, etc., 
being called for at every m an’s house by 
the steamers plying on the river. The 
beautiful drives over shaded roads, the 
boating parties, and the strong hay breezes 
which strike here in their direct path from 
the Golden Gate, will make this country in 
the near future the richest and most enjoy­ 
able part of the State to live in, and where 
more to sustain life, in man and beast, can 
be produced from a few acres than in any 
other portion of the New World.

A. A. Durfee and wife, of Detroit, Mich., 
are visiting in Sacramento. Mr. Durfee 
came to California in 1849, on the old ship 
Niantic. The vessel was grounded at Clay 
and Sansome streets, San Francisco, and 
thereafter a hotel was built upon her ribs, 
anil for many years was known as the Ni­ 
antic Hotel. Mr. Durfee remained twenty- 
one years in California, doing business 
m any years at Folsom in this county, and 
then returned to the East. For many years 
he has resided in Detroit, and is of the 
wholesale fruit, canned goods and general 
food supply house of Fiinn & Durfee, 136 
Michigan avenue, in that city. Mrs. Durfee 
passed most of the earlier years of her life 
in Sacramento, and has met here many old­ 
time friends. Mr. Durfee came to theState 
in September by the Southern route, and 
spent some considerable time in Southern 
California, visiting all the “ boom region,” 
and inspecting it to his own satisfaction, 
and is now going through Central and 
Northern California, lie is frank to say 
that he gives the preference decidedly to 
the Sacramento valley and its foothill re­ 
gion, over any other sections he has exam­ 
ined. H e believes that it is capable of the 
largest anil most varied production, and 
has the best climate, and by all odds is the 
best locality 
for 
producers, 
and men 
who 
propose 
to 
till 
land 
for 
profit. 
H e 
has 
had 
such 
intimate 
relation 
with 
the 
California 
fruit 
business 
at 
the 
East 
that 
he has 
had special opportunities to judge before 
returnipg to California, and now personal 
inspection confirms his view of the case, 
and he unhesitatingly pronounces in favor 
of central and northern valleys as better for 
all general purposes than any other sec­ 
tions he has seen. Mr. Durfee says a 
heavy immigration is coming to California 
—and, indeed, is now en route. But he 
adds that seven out of ten of the people 
East who talk of this State, will hear of 
nothing but Southern California, and that 
it is difficult to get them to even consider 
any other portion of the State. This is due 
to the fact that the Californians of central 
and northern sections have not nearly so 
much informed the people of the East of 
the advantages and resources of those re­ 
gions. Mr. Durfee, after spending a few 
days here, goes up Ihe valley on the east 
side of the river, and will return down the 
west side. He reports that there is a con­ 
siderable percentage of Eastern people 
now in Southern California who desire 
cheaper lands than they can procure there, 
who are coming this way to examine the 
country with a view of locating.
